Describe present and historic physical appearance.

The Pompey Callaway House is located in a. historically black section of Elliston,
which is east of the town, located along the North Fork of the Roanoke River. The
brick house takes the regionally popular vernacular two-story, single-pile, center-
passage form, It features many details, largely archaic by the time the house was
built, which reinforce the traditional idiom used by the builder-owner, The seven—
course American-bond brick house has a three-bay, symmetrical principal (socuth)
facade with the entry door in the center equipped with sidelights and transom.

The six-over-six double-hung sash windows and the door are headed with soldier
course segmental arches, Basement vents {an early to mide-nineteenth-century feature

typically) are segmentally arched with vertical iron bars. There are two on the front

to the east of the entry and one to the west, The house is equipped with slightly
projecting chimneys on each gable end. These chimneys do not actually serve fire-
places, as chimneys of similar form would have in the early to mid-nineteenth cen-
tury, but only carry stove flues from each room. Ancther unusual, traditionally:
inspired feature are the four-light casement windows flanking the chimneys in each
gable. The roof overhangs on all sides so that the rake boards are not flush with
the end walls as would have been the case during earlier periods, and the exposed
rafter ends on the front and rear are not typical of earlier,traditional buildings.
A one-story, brick veneer frame ell was added by the present owners, It incorporates
ancenclosed porch along the west side. The front entry is sheltered by a hipped
porch roof supported on modern wroughte—iron members,

Inside, the house follows the simple decorative forms typical of the early twentieth
century. An open~stringer stair rises conventionally in the passage. The west room
on the second floor has been subdivided in recent years to creat a bathroom, The
window at the head of the stairs was at one time a door, indicating socme sort of
earlier wing or ell. The house has a full basement.

A pair of maples flank the front walk, and a modern, noncontributing garage is located

to the northeast of the hause, The house is in good coendition, and.all original
features are intact,

State significance of property, and justify criteria, criteria considerations, and areas and periods of significance noted above.

The property is significant under criterion C as an unusual late example of a’
traditional form of dwelling with some features and details asscciating the build-
ing with earlier periods. Approximately 117 single-pile, two-story, center-passage
houses were surveyed in the county that postdated 1865, and 270 fram the post-1880
periods were identified in studies using a typology. Of these, no other early twenw
tieth~century house retained the features of earlier examples to the degree that
this house does, The house suggests an unusual identification with traditional forms
on the part of the builder, for reasons which are not entirely clear, It is cer-
tainly one of the most substantial houses built for a black owner in Montgomery
County hefore 1920,

Pompey Callaway was an ex-slave from Franklin County (where there is a community
called Callaway). Based on local tradition, Callaway spent many years constructing
the house before its completion in 1910, He had been the slave of, and tradition
suggests a nephew of, a Mr, Callaway in Franklin County, He was employed as a sta-
tion worker in Elliston. The house is said to have been modelled on the hame of
his former master.

Callaway built the house on weekends and would crush shale and clay in a "horse«
mill"”, pack the substance in molds made by a Mr., Wells; and fire it in a kiln near
the house. Water for the brickmaking was drawn from a forty-foot well nightly (Hen-
dricks),

Minor alterations to the house have not had an impact on its significant form and
detailing. The addition of a bathroom on the second floor and the constructipon of
the ell serve to make the house a functional modern dwelling without compromising
its historical features, The noncontributing garage sits well back from the house,
and the ell is located to the rear of the house, and these additionsdo not detract
from the setting,
